CONTEMPTIBLE OPPO- 
SITION' ■ 



A few (lays ago we stated tliat the 
power of employing and Uiaohargiug 
teachers is in the hauda of tlie 
Trustees, The Times does not 
deny this because it knows it to lie 
true.- It says tliiit the Uovernmeut lias 
power to cancel certilioatea, wliich is a 
very difl'crent tliiiif; indeed, and then 
with colossal impudence asks, "Why 
does it (The Colonist) 'retail put u da- 
liberate falsehood V Wiiat We said ia 
the simple truth, known to all wlio 
have had anything to do with the work- 
ing of the school law. The Trustees 
have the power both to engage and dis- 
charge the teachers, and tlie Govern- 
inen£ cannot do either the one or the 
other. This power the trustees in all 
parts.of the country are continually ex- 
ercising without a thought as to the 
wishes or opinions of the Minister of 
Education or the officiula of the De- 
partment. This the Times well knows, 
and when it accused ua of "retailing 
out " a falsehood, it knows that it was 
making an impudently false accusation. 
A trick like this is utterly contemp- 
tible. It is one of the mean dodges of 
bar-room coutroversalists when they 
find themselves hard pressed. The 
newspaper that resorts to it forfeits its 
claim^to the respect of honest and in 
telligeut men. When we said that the 
School Trustees in British Columbia 
have^the power to engage and dismiss 
teachera we said what was undeniably 
true, and when liiu Times, alluding to 
the assertion, declared it to he -j. false- 
hood, it stated not only what was un- 
true/but what it knew to bo untrue. 
Everyone knows what is the proper 
designation for the man or the journal 
whiol) commits that offence. 

The Times says that the Government 
has power to cancel the. certificate of 
the teacher which it untruthfully states 
ii practically the same thing aa dis- 
charging the teacher. It is not prac- 
tically the sanio thing but a very diH'er- 
ent thing indeed. Teachers are fre- 
quently discharged but tltey leavaj their 
positions without reproach. ;The^eacher 
who is discharged is free to take another 
school as soon as he can find 
trustees willing to employ him. He 
retains hiH ct.rtilii:alo and is conse- 
queudy as eligible for engagement as 
ever he was. But leachiu-s' rertilicates to 
their credi; bo it said, arij very suklom 
cancelledi - The teacher' whose license is 
odncelled" ia drummed out of the pro- 
fession. He is no lonjjor a 'cacher 
under the law. lie ia not eligilile for 
engageniaiit. What ia to be thought of 
tho writer wlio in order- to deceive hi.s 
roadera, and to make what he conaiderE 
a point, is so reckless and so dishonest 
as to say that to discharge a teacher 
and to cancel his, certificate., is/'practi- 
cally the same things'— ' 

The Govurnnieiit has the power to 
cancel the teaulier's certiticate, and it ia 
right, both for the : efficiency of tlie 
system of public education 'aud for the 
sake of the teachers' themselves as a 
body, that it ehould have that power 
and should exercise it resolute- 
ly and impartially when oc- 
casion requires. It sometimes 
happeiiB that a bad man or a man of un- 
■ound mind obtains a ccrtiticato t( 
teach. Bad men often posaess great in 
tellectual ability, and it ia quite possible 
for a man who i.^ deranged to be able to 
puss an e.\-ainini'.tion to eiititln him to a 
certificate of tho highest grade. Who 
these )-ieii enter u[Mni the business of 
teaching they soon show that they are 
unfit to be entrusted with the work 
of guiding and developing tho min'ds of 
children. One may be openly and 
grossly immoral and the other may be 
violent in both hi.i nets and his lan- 
guage. Would it he righi I'lu- thoCovcrii- 
ment to permit this immoral man and 
this lunatic to remain among tb.c public 
teachers of the province 7 No one is so 
stupid or so unprincipled as to say 
that the Government is justified in nl- 
allowing men and women whom they 
know to be bad or rf unsound mind to 
remain among those who are liccnaed to 
teach tbo children of the people. The 
Minister of Education would be un- 
faithful, to hie trust If he permitted any 
•uoh morally or intellectually diaqunli- 
fled person to hold his or her certificate 
a single day longt r tluiii he could help 
after he was once convinced of hi.s guilt 
or his unsoundness of uiiiul. The Times 
•cema to think that, when once a man 
gets a teacher's certidcato he should be 
•I|owed to keep it as long a< he lived, no 



matter how bad a life he led, or how in- 
capable in othel- riMpecta he might prove 
to be. It seems to consider it a crime 
in tho 'ijovernmont to deprive a teacher 
of hia jfrrtificate" under any oonceivo.ble 
circmriPt.nneo. If it docs not be- 
lieve this it hiui been most unfor- 
tunate in the way in which 
it expresses . iUelf. Every person of 
common sense sees that the Government 
should have the power of depriving 
teachers who have proved themaelvca 
unworthy, of their certificates. Hut tho 
I loverniiicnl may abuse that power. It 
tainly may, as it may abuao any 
otheripo.wer it. possesses, but it is silly 
ill the extrenio to say that nteii ahull not 
be entrusted with power because it is 
lioaaible for theiri to make a bad use of 
that power. Teachera have the power 
of punishing children; teachera often 
iljUMe that power, and very few indeed 
use it wiaelyj'bixlilSiiiW-allf teachers be 
deprived of the didst'^fflfiotive means of 
maintaining discipline ' because some 
teachers have used it unjustly and with- 
out diaorotion ? 

Ifourcontenipo ra ry could show that the 
power of cancelling teachers certificutca 
has been improperly usedliy. theMiniater 
of Education we might examine the in- 
.'.taiico; or instances, cited, and be able 
to judge whether there were grounds 
lor the accusation or not. But that is 
|)i eeiaeiy what it doea not ilo. It scohls 
and declaims and predicts, but it gives 
facts a very wide'berfcb'ttde'ed;:;. It did 
tell us that "a Minister'"' of ' Education" 
once deprived a lady bf tho means of 
living, but it has never yet found it 
i nuvenient to give the name of that 
uunister or that lady, although chal- 
lenged time and again to do so. 

It is quite possible that the knowledge 
I hat a teacher's license can be cancelled 
for cause shown, has a restraining cffeel 
on some teaqhers who very badly need 
HHch restraint, but our contomporary 
hua not -atteiupted to show that any 
teacher who lives a good life, and does 
Ida or her duty at all well, is under the 
.slightest danger of having bis or her 
certificate cancelled. The law is, as it 
ought to be, a terror to evildoers, but 
those who do well hardly know of its 
e.tistence. The power has never been 
used to "bully" any teacher, and our 
.•oulemporary ia dishonest, as usual, 
when it tries to convey the impression 
'hat.the ilinister of Education was not 
invested with • it-' before last winter 
I'he Oovernment always posaessed tho 
power to cancel teachers certificates, 
riie Public Schools Act would indeed be 
defective if the Oovermnent did not 
iiiisse^s the power of weeding out of the 
teaching profession members who had 
proved themgolves a reproach to it 
iiut long as the present Governiueut ha^ 
po.ascased the power, the Times has not 
ventured to show that it, in one singh 
iii.-,ta.nce, ever made a political use of it 
W hen will the Times begin to deal with 
facts in this matter of education ? 



RAILROADS WANTED. 

^ Those engaged in the "miniiig'' indus- 
try! iu'niany parts of this province find 
themaolvM'hampered for want of rail 
way accommodation. A rich lead among 
tlio hills fai- away from any railroad ia 
comparatively valueless. Everything 
has to be taken to the niine on the backs 
of men and horses. To get the proper 
machinery to devolope the vein ia sim- 
ply an impossibility. In such aitua 
lions only the rudest appliances can be 
n.ied and tho returns are consequently 
miserably inadequate. No matter how 
rich tho country is only a few men i 
.ici there and they work at a very gr 
disadvantage. What is wanted for 
.such districts is better means of trans- 
j.firt Rfifnrn they fan lio niade to yield 
their riches a railroad ia u necessity. 
The railroad, will bring in men and ma- 
terial and'.wili)cau8ev.whBty:iB' aow<nO' 
thing better than a barren'*' desolate 
mountain side or an unproductive can 
you to become the seat of a busy and 
prosperous population, which will every 
(l.iy add to the wealth of the province 
and send large contributions to its trea 
Bury. The transformations which rail 
ruuds can make in a country 
of this kind are truly mar- 
vetloua. The growth of the new 
communities m uoc alow and gradual. 
They, as it were, spring up in a day. 
The rough mining camp, under favor- 
able conditions, dovelopes into a large 
town posseaaing all the couvenioncoa and 
luxuries of modern citilization with a 
rapidity which is truly astonishing.^ Col 
orado, with its fine oities and its large 
population, is the growth of a single 
Ljeiicration. 

It is said that thcro are parts of Brit- 
iih Columbia as rich in the precious 
metals as any .dis]triat,iii Colorado. Thia 
may not be true, but no one yet knowe 
loreertuin. British Columbia has iio( 
liiicl its opportunity, many say. Give it 
I clianco. This, in etl'ccl, i.-> what the 
jiK U who tin; other day aent a petition 
;u thoLieut -Governorfrom thoKooteiiay 
diatrlot'a«R6rt. Men Hvingin a mining 
' liatriot feel eveiy day the want of bet tei- 
communication with the outer world. 
They see a chance of making a great 
<leal of money, and of attracting a large 
|i(ipulatiou to their diati ict. All that ia 
ui.'cdcd to enable them to get out of the 
locks the riuhes which they are con- 
vinced they contain, are railroads. It 
is no wonder, then, that they are ear- 
nest and urgent. They desire the (!ov- 
crninent to give all those who show 
I hilt they are in earnest in supplying 
1 ill- district with the railway accom- 
niodatioM that it noed.-i, every facility 
in its power. The Uovenune'it will 
no doubt make the necessary allowance 
for the enthusiasm of the petitioners, 
and will extend to the projected roads 
a 1 (ho encouragement which can reason- 
, illy he e,xpe;:ted. Tho Oovermnent 
rhoiild 1)11 niuderate even in iho encour- 
ageiiiont which it gives to railroads. It 
will>ntil<;(1o,fqr. it to incur obligations 
whibh 'wili hamper it in tho future and 
lioprive it of great part of its influence. 
The railway projectors should depend 
.■M little as possible ou Government aid. 
I'riv.ite (!iitei|iri,se und individual 
energy should do their part to dovelope 
tho ininernl wealth of the couiiti-y. If 
the district is aa rich as the petitioners 
hopo and believe tho railroads will soon 
pay well. Little mom should be ex- 
pected from Government than leave to 
hnihl tho road aud a moderate grant of 
land. Tho Oovermnent of tho province 
ia not rich. Like tho country, its 
sources of wealth aro many and great. 



for it to do much in the way of 
money subsidies towards the construc- 
tion of tho rui'ways 'ihat are needed. 
Hut wlmt It con do Without crippling 
itself Vj will, wo ara aatisfied, do readily 
and cheertuliy. 

There are other parts of the province 
besides Kootenay which aro sufTering for 
want of railway uccommodatiour The 
Government in grunting a charter and a 
aubaidy to the Canadian Western did 
wliatwas necessary to put that enterprise 
upou a sound footing. That road will, 
wo hope, before very long Ijecome an 
accomplished fact. It is evident that 
Cariboo, : soon ! to get a fresh atari. 
New capital is going into the country, 
and the entorpnae which will open up 
new mines in that diatrict will not al- 
low itself to be incommoded and fettered 
liy the want of, necessary'' railroad ao- 
coimuodatiou.

Tub Waahington corresponilent of the 
Now York Herald gives some particu- 
lars respecting tho draft of tho new E.y- 
tradition Treaty.

iiiulicioua injury to property , 
whereby .the life.-,ofi any person is en- 
dangered; criminal s(j,tit'tling or destroy- 
ing reseela on the high seas or on the 
'^reat lakes of North America, or at- 
leinpling to conspire to do so; assault 
on board a vcaael on the high aeas or on 
the greit lakes of North America with 
intent to destroy. ;life/;or do grievous 
liodily harmi" Fromi.this it will be 
seen that when ' the treatjr goes into 
operation ' a large number of oiffendera 
rtlio aro now safe as soon us 
they cross the border may tind that they 
have jumped out of the frying pun into 
ilie fire. This is aa ' it ; ought.-^to bo. 
This is the kind of reciprocity, that all 
law-respecting citizona believe in no 
matter to what party they belong. 

IJritish Columbia is not the only 
country that is asking for free mining 
machinery. A powerful; company iu 
Ontario ia making the same request. 
I'herc are extensive deposits of cojipei 
in .Sudbury, north of Lake .Superior, 
Xickel is also found there. The machin- 
ery required to reduce these ores is not 
munutactured in Canada. It must be 
im[)orted from abroad. The mine 
uw ners, therefore, who are men of great 
inlluenco in the Dominion, are applying 
to have the duty taken off min- 
ing machinery. It is likely that they 
will not have to ask in vain, particular- 
ly when their request is so reasonable. 
If Sudbury mine owners get their ma- 
chinery in duty free, then there will be 
.'oine hope for British Columbia mining 
men. It ia greatly to be hoped that 
this hoary burden will be taken off the 
milling industry in all parts of the Dom 
inion.

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r- ALL AOOUT PEANUTS. 

Bow Ther Aro IluUtd and VtepmtadWtKt 

' ' Uii/i Mnrknt. 

Most of tho Virgtaia tiad North Caro- 
lina peanut crop, which ia about two- 
thirds ot tho whole crop of tho coun- 
try, is murkoted in Norfolk: and Potars- 
burg, Va.; the rest, with the whole 
crop of Tenneaseo. is carried to St 
Louis or Cincinnati. In each of these 
cities aro fiictorlos u-here tho nuts as 
they aro dolivcrod by the farmers are 
bought. Tho nuts as thoy appear at 
this stage, with eurth and their stoma 
still clinging to Ihi.-tn, are hardly to bo 
recognized as tho bright nuts woaftet^ 
ward see on the corner stand. 

To polish them, and to remove the 
earth and stems, the nuts are scoured 
in large iron cylinders, from' which 
thoy puss thi'ou;,'li blast fans, in which 
a stron^r curroai of air separates the 
fully devolopod nuts having sound 
Iconiels frniu those imperfectly filled, 
and onipty pods. The sound nuts fall 
through tho fan upon picking tables, 
where thoso whioh aro discolored are 
taken o\it, and tho bright onos are 
passed into sacks which will each hold 
_ about 100 pounds of nuts. Each sock 
ia marked with tho brand which indi- 
cates tho-^rado of its contents;''' ' 

The dark and the partially filUd 
nuts are shelled, and the kernels ara 
used by confootionors in making pea- 
nut candy. The work of picking over 
and separating the nuts is performed 
by little girls, about 20 of whom are 
employed at ovory tublo. 

Three varieties of peanuts are grown 
ifi this country, tho white, the red and 
the Spanish. The white, whict is the 
most important variety, has a nut with 
two kernels, with pink skins; its vine 
spreads along the ground, in this re- 
spect unlike that of the red variety, 
which grows more upright and in a 
buncli. 

Tho pixi (if Iho rod nut holds three, 
and sometimes four kernels, and has a 
deep rod.a]kin. . 

Tho Spanish is a mucli smaller nut, 
witli a liglitor skin and milder flavor 
tluui either of the others possess Tho 
entire crop is shelled, and used espec- 
ially in that >iob <)oafe.otldn known 
OS nougat. 

in 18S0 tlio consumption of peanuts 
in tho United StaLos was less than 2,- 
000,(100 bushcla, la 1887 tho amount 
liad iiuToiisod to four aud a third mill- 
ion busliels all of which was eaten in 
the United States and Canada. The 
demand for peanuts has trebled in the 
past fow years, an'd the crop has never 
boon sutliL'icMit to supply tlio demand. 

The peanut is a more useful product 
than people in general think it to be. 
The nuts contain from 42 to 50 per 
cent, of nearly colorless, bland, ii.xed 
oil, which resembles olive oil, and is 
used for similar purposes., This oil is 
principally employed. . in \the manu- 
facture of the finer grades of soap. 

In 1883 yiri,^iiiia began to manu- 
facture peanut Hour, which makes a 
peculiarly palatable biscuit, and North 
Carolina has long made pastry of 
pounded peanuts. It is also eaten for 
dessert, and is roasted as a substitute 
for cotToe. 

Tho peanut is very nutritive. 1'he 
negroes use it in voi-y many places in 
making j)oi'ridge, cu-stard, and prepare 
from it a beverage. Tho vine forms a 
fodder as good as clover hay, and 
hogs fatten on what they find on the 
fields after tho crop has been gathered.
